HE GIVES FOUE EEASONS FOE 


DEMOCRATIC DEFEAT. 


But Prophesies Victory Four 


Years Hence. 


Permit me to suggest some reasons why 


bimetallism failed ot endorsement in the 
late election- And Brat I would notice ig- 
norance ; not a want of intelligence but a 
want of information and with It a lack of 
time to study into the various phases of 
finance—tor instance money, its nature, 
function, valne, kinds, volume, etc. 


A careful study of our financial history 


in detail and In chronological order with 
notes and explanations Is sufficient for the 
average American of today. 


The fiilluiia ot bimetallism at this time 


was perhaps best, as I balleve ultimately 
every honest man, will coine to the samu 
platform upon this important question. 
AU parties four years hence will declaru 
for it aud 'by that time—transportation, 
municipal, state and national, will have 
pushed Itself to the front. As also land, 
foreign ownership and taxation. 


The people seam not to care particular- 


ly for a specific kind of money so much 
as for reduction ot transportation rates 
and land taxes. This would benefit both 
producer and consumer—would hasten 
early shipments of all products and tend 
to prevent cornering. 
The farmer too, 


needs protection—until such time as other 
countries arrive at the same level as we 
in this country. 


Tliere Is far more reason for internation- 


al agreement upon tariff 
than 
upon 


money—though 
the 
ideal 
and 
soon 


to be practical system will embrace both. 
Arbitration treaties are the great founda- 
tion stones upon which, universal peace 
and prosperity ara to come to mankind. 


Peace congresses are good, but peace 


will come surer and sooner by au Intel- 
national congress of civilized 
nations 


agreeing first to arbitrate all ' Issues, sec- 
ond to arrange a tariff upon just principles 
to all, to operate for ten years when an- 
other-cougress of the same nature may 
mnet, and last bat not least perhaps to 
give tlie world ous monetary system. 


Thin may seem ideal but we live in an 


age w'jen the Ideal of yesterday IB the 
real ot today, and. the realization becomes 
a higher plain, from which new and 
grander Ideals are discovered. 


The second reason which I think pre- 


vented the success of lii-metalllsm at the 
last, election was the distrust engendered 
by the present administration. 
It im- 


pressed thousands of tlilnkiug people as 
.^n administration, of 
self interest—so 


thoroughly self centred* that some of Its 
members are not free from the charge of 
gigantic exhibitions of greed and vice, 
bordering upon fraud. 
And to cap the 


climax, the chief executive dares 
defy 


congress and forestall its action by saying 
"veto" to a bill for the recognition of 
Cuba while yet in the bands of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations. 


Heu^Tory where were afraid of another 


administration bearing the same party 
name.

men. who believed in bimetallsm were so 
strongly attached to tha old party that 
though they saw clearly with their under- 
Btanding, tlielr heart strings would not 
sever from old ties. 
"We cannot ceusare 


these rnea. All that le dear to them In 
their political and largely in their social 
life had its birth and growth and will have 
its death only npon the side they voted. 
One of the most glorious pages of history 
Is emblazoned with their party's name. 


And the fourth reason I "would ascribe 


to the staying of the cause of free silver 
was; 


The plank objecting to the Introduction 


of federal troops into any of onr tstatei 
during riot and danger to property and 
life. 


I do not disparage the rights of labor— 


their right to organize, to strike, to arbi- 
trate—their right tn do any and all acts 
which any corporation has. 
But thous- 


ands of man said •'! cannot vote for that, 
for if that ticket carries and a riot breaks 
out In a girtjn state, everything—life, 
liberty, and Lhu pursalc of happiness will 
be nnparlllccl, and if the governor of 
that ntate chooEes, no federal force can 
come Into tbe state and no force of mili- 
tia cau act without, hia order; then the 
people for protection would be left to a 
vigilance committee and all law, even by- 
law-abiding citizens must he abrogated. 
A conservative platform, backed by a lib- 
eral progressive spirit, will bast forward 
the interests of reform, 


Bimetallism bad, like the camel, these 


few straws too many. 


In tbe future this great issue must have 


a fair .chance by itself, as an Issue, and 
from present indications tbere is ground 
for hops that it in a living and growing 
question. It U more than a party ques- 
tion, hence when the new congress shall 
meet the country has a right to expect 
something in the nature of a forward 
step. 


It is also more than a national ques- 


tion. It is beyond doubt an international 
issue, and every effort should be put forth 
to secure co-operation by other coun- 
tries, 


Germany, France and Japan and all tha 


American republics might respond first, 
and If England and.a few other countries 
refuse to come into tbe bimetallic union 
let them suffer the loss of trade, which 
must Inevitably result. 


A little arbitration or spirit of conces- 


sion by each side in the earning congress 
might eventuate In soma definite and 
wise legislation. If the one side would 
consent to the re-enactment of the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman law for the 
purchasing o£ silver for coinage—and the 
other would allow inch tariff legislation 
as was iu the bounds of reason, some- 
thing would be done, and who can deny 
that it would clve aev life to our well 
nigh paralyzed industries. 


By re-enacting these simple measures 


we wnuid avoid experiments because they 
have had a test. 


This may bo all that we can reasonably 


look/or 'during the coming administra- 
tion, it uannot deny this one hope and 
not condemn Itself to doom and dishonor.

bear aloua nnd. who have made their 
want known to the more fortunate. In 
his pulpit aad in the metropolitan news- 
papers ilr. Ditmara has warned the un- 
sophisticated against being swindled by 
the plausible tales that are poured into 
their oars by depraved creatures pretend- 
ing to bo iu need of work and food. 
Thus has tbifl follower of tbe humbla 
nud great hearted JOEUS dons humanity 
a servica and at tho eame time given 
evidence of the improvement we mod- 
erns have made 
over the religion 


preached by the Nazarene. Oitmars has 
earned a memorial window ia Hope 
chapel. 


For the guidance of other benevolent 


and publicspirited porsonawhomaywish 
to shine with Sev. ilr. .Ditmars it may 
be well to relate briefly his experience 
ns the Columbus of-modern industrial- 
ism and chief bill poster of "Prosper- 
ity." 'He had heard that there was no 
work.to be had for thousands of idle 
men in Brooklyn and New York, didn't 
believe what ha heard, and decided to 
put the matter to practical test. Accord- 
ingly one Monday-morning be donned 
bis poorest sait of clothes, begrimed his 
fuse, and otherwise disguised himself 
so that his wife didn't recognize him, 
and started oat to conquer tho monster 
of fraud known as the Unemployed. 
Two places bo asked for work, bnt was 
told that no one was needed; but, TIB-. 
daunted by.days of fruitless search (by 
other men), despite tha pangeof hunger 
(in other men's stomachs), inspired -by 
love of the suffering ones (in homes 
other *han his), he went on, 


His third- call was upon a contractor 


of street sprinkling, and it was here 
that honest industry received ita reward 
and that the great problem - of tbo age 
was satisfactorily 'solved. I want to do 
what I ran to apread that scene before 
70,000,000 of gratelnl people, and to 
band the name of Ditmars down to ob- 
scurity—should I have said posterity?—:

study tba Ditmara method—so far as I 
know, it isn't copyrighted—and noto 
wherein you have erred. It's easy if you 
follow directioue. 
Summarized, hero's 


the way you do it: First get a position 
as pnstor where the salary will permit 
you to overlook the problem of life from 
a lofty height. You know by this time 
the L-ind of Christianity yon will ba es- 
pocted to preach. 
Then, some pleasant 


morning, after you have had a warra, 
wholesome breakfast, put on your poor- 
est suit of clothes—you needn't remove 
your comfortable underclothing—and 
saunter forth. 
"After two or three fail- 


ures to find work you will meet a con- 
tractor who wants a man to tako the 
place of a "paralyzed" driver. S"on will 
be instructed to sprinkle all day on, one 
block—in front of yonr own house, aud 
will get your pay at the end of each day. 


Sarcasm aside, did yon ever read or 


hear of a more palpable fraud than the 
Ditmars job of driving a sprinkling 
carl? Fur be it from me to donbt tho 
veracity of the pastor of Hope Chapel. 
Thereforo I must conclude that the con- 
tractor acted a lie. I never had anything 
to do with sprinkling carts, bnt I am 
under the impression that it is unusual 
far one of them to put in half a day 
sprinkling oue block and especially dur- 
ing freezing weather. 
There may be a 


suspicion that there was collusion be- 
tween the pastor and the contractor. 
Perish the thought that a Christian 
minister could be so base I Some may 
think that the contractor recognized the 
preacher. Do not forget the latter's im- 
penetrable diepuisc. 
It needn't create 


any surprise that the contractor was on 
hand rendy to pay hisnew driver at the 
end of his first day's work and that 
nothing was said about work the nest 
day or thereafter. 
Ditmars ia telling 


this story, and ho is a pastor. 


There is cne saving clause in the 


preacher's story, nud that is that a lit- 
tle work did him all up. He mcst have 
been very "soft" if lazily sitting on a 
driver's hoi aud holding tha lines over 
a -pair of discarded street car noga 
cracked his bends and almost broke his 
back. Ee knows now that ho has a good 
thing and will probably be disposed to 
stick to the pulpit of Hope chapel, not- 
withstanding the ease with which he 
obtains other positions. His experience 
onghc to teach him charity aud mako 
him to sympathize, aa his Master did, 
with tbo poor and lowly, but, judging 
from the use he has already made of his 
duy'e work, there is little to hope for. 
The despoilera of labor, the monopoliz- 
ers of CJotl's gifts to all his children, the 
shirkers of duty who iri justification ask, 
"Am I my brother's keeper?" will ap- 
plaud llev.

was 1,811 aud the number injured 25,-

ployee waj killed for oaoh 483 em- 
ployees, and one was injured for each 
81 men employed in the railway service. 
Of trainmen—that is to say, engineers, 
firemen, conductors and other employee! 
whose service is upon the trains—it ap- 
pears that one person was tilled for 
each 155 employees of this class and 
one person injured for each 11 train- 
men.
